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7M&}> turns into a career

Many people in Undcnhiirst have 
seen Lou Cella as lie runs through 
the neighborhoods, and they 
_oftcn refer to him as the runner. 
However, he is more than that. He is a sculp- 
tor and came into it in a round-about way. 

Cella graduated from Illinois Stale 
University, Normal, with a bachelor's degree 
in art. He was a graphic designer for advertis- 
ing agencies, 

"There was one recession too many and I 
started sculpting as a hobby," he said. He was 
able lo sell some limited editions of some fig- 
urines and produced many baseball players 
for a company. At that time he decided he 
needed lessons rather than doing just what 
he had taught himself. 

When he learned he could take lessons 
locally, he was more than a little surprised. He 
began a fortuitous connection with the Art 
Studio of Hotblatt-Amrany in Highland Park. 
He was a student and took instruction on the 
days it was offered. On the off days, the studio 
used an open forum and students could work 
on projects. He wore many hats as a student 
until 1999 when die studio was asked to cre- 
ate six 7-foot statues for die Detroit Tigers. At 
that time he was hired as a full-time sculptor. 

Chicagoans everywhere are familiar with 
the studios work, especially if they are basket- 
ball fans. Rotblatt-Amrany created the statue 
of Michael Jordan that is in front of the 



United Center. 

One of Cella's first works that included his 
name as a co-sculptor was die statue of Harry 
Carey at Wrigley Field. 

These sculptures are made of bronze but 
the finished product is not made by chipping 
away at a block of bronze. The process is 
much different. 

Cella starts with clay to make a mold of 
the statue. When the clay mold is completed, 
the sculptor paints a couple of coats of rub- 
ber on it When the rubber is dry, the different 
pieces of die sculpture are covered with plas- 
ter on top of the rubber, which is called die 
motiier mold. 

The plaster is popped off and die rubber 
mold is peeled off. The plaster was applied to 
support the rubber and was not the statue. 
Cella tiien paints wax into the rubber mold 
and it looks like a waxed statue. A rod is 
inserted as a spout for die bronze, but die fin- 
ished product is not yet in sight. 

The entire mold is coated with a slurry sil- 
icone composite and is heated in a blast fur- 
nace, which obviously melts off the wax. 
The artist is now left with a shell that has 
an opening in which to pour the bronze. 
The slurry is carefully chipped off and the 
parts of the sculpture arc welded togeth- 
er, making certain the seams can't be 
seen, Cella said. 

Finally a bronze statue emerges and 
Cella applies a patina that emphasizes the 
difference between high and low spots.

A new local radio station has 
been up and running since last 
December, but die operators want- 
ed everything to go smoothly before 
the big - announcement. Jay 
Lichtenauer and Rick Johnson, both 
members of Faith Lutheran Church 
in Antioch, are the unseen masters 
of the station. The church sponsors 
the radio station, WFEL at 99.9 on 
your FM dial, but tlie station offers a 
wide variety of entertainment. WFEL 
stands for Wisconsin Faith 
Evangelical Lutheran. 

"We are owned by the church, 



but we want to serve the communi- 
ty," Lichtenauer said. Along with 
sacred music and sermons, there are 
many shows that are secular in 
nature. 

For instance, where else could 
you hear radio re-runs of Fibber 
McGee and Molly or the Great 
Gilderslecve. For die young or unini- 
tiated, those were some of the first 
comedy radio shows from die 1930s 
and 1940s. For mystery lovers, there 
is a show on at 8:30 p.m. that broad- 
casts detective old time radio shows, 
including "Dragnet." 

Classical music is featured 
between 11 a.m. and 1 p.m., fol- 
lowed by a modern mix of music

At 3 p.m. listeners can tune in 
for the Top 40 songs between the 
1960s and tlie 1980s. At 6 p.m. the 
station features a show of music 
from the depression and WWII, the 
1920s to 1940s.

or most people, carving a jack-o-lantem begins with a pumpkin 
about the size of a basketball. 

That's not the case for George Janowiak.' He likes his 
pumpkins big.,, really, really big. This year he thought lie grew a 
1,000-pound pumpkin. 

JanowipJc, of Foster, 1 Roselle, hasgrown giant pumpkins for 15 years. 
After planting Ati antic Giant Pumpkin Seeds, the process of growing a 
prize-winning pumpkin involves the three S's: sunshine, seed and soil, 
along with "a lot of luck," he said. He did not use any chemicals tliis year. 

He and otfier giant pumpkin growers in die state compete in a pump- 
kin weigh-off each year, the Shrtli Annual Pumpkin Weigh-Off look place , 
at noon on Oct 1 at Didier Farms, on Aptakislcltoad in Prarie view. The 
event was sponsored in part by Didier Farms and the Illinois Giant 
Pumpkin Growers' Association (IGPGA). 

There are about 30 giant pumpkins in the weigh-off each year, accord- 
ing to Barb Didier. The farm rents a scale for the occasion. It takes about 
15 people, a couple tarps, and a forkiift to get each pumpkin on and off 
the scale. "It's just a good time for the whole family," said Janowiak. 

Tlie pumpkins are on display prior to die weigh-off. "You never 
know which one will win," Didier. said. Sometimes die largest 
pumpkin is not the heaviest. I 

Janowiak's pumpkin is over five and a half feet tall and near- 
ly 14 feet around. He estimated Its weight based on the meas- 
urements. "It's my best pumpkin ever," he said. Despite its 
huge size, it did not win first prize at the weigh-off. Janowiak 
won third place. The pumpkin weighed in at 868 pounds. 
He won $500.The first- place- winning pumpkin, grown by

Gene McMuIlen of Streater, weighed 1,032 pounds. 
McMulIen won $1,000 for tils winning pumpkin. Second 
place, and $600, went to Joe Richards of Steger, for his 939- 
pound pumpkin. All three men also received plaques. 

It takes mondis to grow such big pumpkins. Janowiak's 
was pollinated on June 28. From days 20 to 30 of its growth, 
he estimates it put on between 20 to 30 pounds each day. 
That's when he realized this would be his biggest pumpkin 
ever. Last year, die pumpkin he entered in the weigh-off 
dpped die scale at 666 pounds. "Last year I gave away about 
200 seeds from my biggest pumpkin," he said. • 

He wasn't upset when he lost the contest. "I already 
won. I broke my personal record," he said. 

Janowiak is so passionate about giant pumpkins that 
lie started the IGPGA. He Is the president of the organiza- 
tion, which has about 30 members. They publish a 
newsletter, share seeds and compete in the weigh-off 
together. 

Each year, Janowiak carves his biggest pumpkin about 

a week before Halloween. He places it in his front 

lawn with lighting and fog machines to add to the 

effect He said many people drive by his house 

each year to see his pumpkin. He also makes 

about 15 pies each year from the carved 

pumpkin. "If I wanted to, I could make 

1,000 pies," he said.

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Irish playwright Marie > |pncs' witty play, 
"Stones in His Pockets," offers a satirical look 
at people involved in the bright and dark sides 
of die movie business, all die while drawing 
parallels between the reel world and not-so- 
glamorous real world. 

A word of advice for those planning to see 
this fine production at Apple Tree Theatre 
directed by Eileen Boevers: Hang onto your 
hat. 

The fast-paced play, which won three 
Tony nominations on Broadway, takes place in 
a tiny village in County Kerry, Ireland, where a 
big-budget Hollywood crow is filming an histori- 
cal Irish epic, using half die local inhabitants as 
extras. What's unusual about Jones' play is diat 



the entire cast consists of only two actors (albeit 
very hard working ones). That's it. And they 
must handle a dozen characters without leaving 
the stage or changing costumes. 

It's a grueling task under the best of circum- 
stances. Fortunately, Boevers has found die 
perfect cast to do the job in Will Clinger-and 
John Hoogenakker. The two polished dicspians 
make it look easy as they seamlessly change per- 
sona, relying on vocal inflection, facial expres- 
sion, hand gestures and stance. 

Still, the parade of changing characters can 
take a few moments to absorb, and some might 
find it a little off-putting at least initially. 

The principal characters are Charlie Conlon 
(Hoogenakker), who fantasizes that a Script he 
has written will open up the right doors to 
ensure him a successful career in movies - if 
only he can get someone to read it; and Jake 
Quinn (dinger), driven by rejection and home-

And they're not too keen on die film 
director's abstemious rules governing their 
attendance at the funeral. 

In die end, die death leads to a dramatic 
sliift in focus; Jake sees Charlie's unpublished 
script in a new light The two envision a film in 
which die "extras," the local people with walk- 
on parts, are at the center of die story- and die 
"stars" become die extras. . 

Admittedly, die "Stones in His Pockets" plot 
is tiiln and die play doesn't really offer a lot of

BY THE BOOK 



Hvirricanc Katrina will 
take some time. But in 
the interim, there's no 
reason not to enjoy the 
delicious "comfort 
foods" of the Big Easy 
and its celebrated 
restaurants 

where Creole cookery 
reigns. 

Home chefs will like 
what they find in 
"Amaud's Restaurant Cookbook" by Kit Wohl 
(Pelican Publishing Co., 2005). Founded in 1918, 
Amaud's has established a tradition of serving 
flavorful cuisine representative of the region. 

'Ihc well-laid-out volume includes plenty of 
historic photos of the restaurant and its manage- 
ment as well as old menus and current special- 
ties. 

Recipes cover plenty of ground, from 
Oysters Rockefeller and Creole Crabcakes to 
seafood gumbo and Bananas Foster. With 
Amaud's Shrimp Bisque, we took the time to 
make stock from scratch, using the shells from 
the shrimp. 

Because we like the texture less velvety, we 
didn't bother straining the soup after processing 
it in a food processor. For a pleasing presenta- 
tion, hold out a few cooked shrimp and add 
them to the bowls at serving time. 



Shrimp Bisque 



1-1/2 pounds fresh, head' 
on shrimp

Make the shrimp stock. Place die shrimp 
heads and shells in a large pot and cover with 
2-1/2 quarts of water, bring to a boil over high 
heat, then lower die heat and simmer gently 
until reduced to about 2 quarts. (You may skip 
this step by substituting 2 quarts chicken or 
other flavorful lish stock,) 

. In a medium saucepan, combine 1 quart 
of the stock with the chopped tomatoes and 
simmer gently, uncovered, for 30 minutes. 
While- the stock Is simmering, melt the butter 
in a large saucepan over low heat and saute 
the onions, leeks and celery until softened and 
translucent, about 5 minutes. 

Add the shallots, garlic and thyme and 



saute for 5 minutes more. Add die tomato 
puree and cook, stirring often, unUl slightly 
browned. Do not let the tomato paste 
scorch. 

Add the brandy and stir to deglaze for 
just a moment, then ignite the brandy 
with a long match. When the flames die 
down, add the reserved shrimp, rice, 
tomato broth and the remaining 1 quart of 
shrimp stock. Stir well and simmer the 
soup uncovered for about 30 minutes, 
until the rice is tender. 

In batches, puree the soup in a food 
processor or blender, returning the 
iiirecd bisque to a large, clean pan. 
Simmer gently over very low heat for 20 
minutes more, then strain through a fine- 
sieve and serve in cream soup bowls (with 
handles), or in large shallow bowls.

"Kung Pao" is the name given to any dish 
prepared .with' ; the signature ingredients 
of whole, dried, charred chili peppers, garlic, 
ginger, soy sauce, and peanuts. The flavorful 
cooking style originated in die Szechuan 
province of China. 

Chef "Andy Kab of Panda Express has been 
cooking Kung Pao dishes for decades. He rec- 
ommends practicing with his fitvorite — die 
Szechuan classic Kung Pao Chicken. In Chinese 
culture, chicken symbolizes happiness and a 
long, happy marriage. Peanuts signify longevi- 
ty. Red, the color of the chjli pepper, symbolizes 
life, good fortune: and happiness. Aldiough 
Kung Pao Clticken is the most common version 
of this spicy dish, the recipe can be modified to 
include shrimp, beef, tofu or vegetables. 

Chilies play an important role wb.en cook- 
ing this dish; Chef Kao recommends cooking 
them first to ensure, they are properly black- 
ened, which enhances tiieir. flavor.

As family responsibilities 
increased and concerns about gov- 
ernment actions and problems grew, 
Beming began to take an active part 
in local affairs and politics. He was 
elected to three terms as West 
Deerfield Township Supervisor and 
became a member of the Like County 
Board of Supervisors. 

In his ninth year on the County 
Board, he was unanimously elected 
chairman and reelected for a second 
one-year tenn. During this time he 
introduced many Innovative improve- 
ments in die operation or the County 
Board and successfully initiated many 
major county programs such as:

new County Building. 

In 1963, Bcming was elected Lake 
County Treasurer where he initiated 
die study of treasurer's office automa- 
tion. He also served as a director on 
die board of the National Association 
of County Treasurers. As die first pres- 



ident of the Lake County Forest 
Preserve, he acquired the first Forest 
Preserve site in Lake County. In 19G6, 
Berning was elected to die Illinois 
State Senate, and was reelected four 
times to die Senate until his retire- 
ment in 1983. 

While an Illinois state senator, 
Berning served as chairman or 
minority spokesman on 'many com- 
mittees and legislative commissions. 
Along with Congressman Bob 
McClory, Karl helped establish a per- 
manent home for die Lake County 
Museum. Beming served his commu- 
nity and his constituents for 36 years 
in elected public office. 

Karl is survived by his son, Grant 
and his wife Beverly of Dunn Loring, 
Va., a daughter Penny and her hus- 
band Larry Schafcr of Syracuse, N.Y., 
son Randall and his wife Carol of 
Naples, Fla, He is also survived by four 
grandchildren and six great-grand- 
children.

Vista Health officials announced 
on Tuesday, Oct. 4. that a Tennessee- 
based hospital company will pur- 
chase nearly all of their assets. 
Finallzation of the deal is expected 
by the end of the year. 

Vista, established in 2000, signed 
the letter of intent with Community 
Healdi Systems of Brentwood, Tenn. 
on Tuesday. Community Healdi 
operates 71 hospitals in 21 states. 
The purchase of Vista is the compa- 
ny's first venture into the Chicago 
area, although the company cur- 
rendy has hospitals downstate in 
Galesburg, Granite City, Ml. Vernon, 
Marion and Red Bud. The company 
is publicly traded on die New York 
Stock Exchange. 

Victory Memorial Hospital and 
St. Thcrese Medical Center, bodi in 
Waukegan, are included in die sale. 
The Vista Healdi Surgery Center and 
Treatment Center in Lhidenhurst, 
Vista Imaging Center In Gurncc and 
Vista M.U. Center in Gurnee and 
Lindenhurst, along with several 
smaller facilities, are also included. 
The only Vista property not in Uie 
agreement is The Village at Victory 
Lakes Continuing Care Retirement 
Community in Lindenhurst. 

Cyndy Cordell, vice president for 
marketing, community relations 
and business development for Vista 
said Vista's "leadership has been 
looking for a capital partner" for the 
past eight to 10 months. The search 
included both for-profit and not-for- 
profit organizations. 

"This group lias greater access to 
resources than we do," Cordell said. 
She said the sale is a positive step for 
Vista, "It will allow us to expand and 
grow," she said. 

Conlell does not know whether 
Community Health plans to change 
and of the services offered at Victory 
or St. Thcrese. "Any changes to those 
services would have to go through 
the Illinois Health Facilities Planning 
Board," she said. 

State Sen. Adeline Geo-Karis (R- 
Zion) hopes the sale will be moni- 
tored closely, "It should be for the 
good of the people of Lake County," 
Geo-Karis said. 

Proceeds of the deal will go 
toward a fund to benefit the com- 
munity, Cordell said.

4-year degree at one 
Lake County facility

■ In 1999, $25.7 million in county, state and 
federal funds were identified to build a four- 
year college in Grayslake. That college- 
University Center— opened its doors on 
Monday. 

Housed on the College of Lake County 
campus, the 91,000-square-foot facility is 
comprised of 27 classrooms, a lecture hall, 
library, computer labs, multi-purpose room, 
student services and administrative offices 
and a cafe. 

Trior to die Grayslake opening, students 
may have had to travel to one of the school's 17 
county locations to complete classes for their 
degree. Students interested in pursuing a four- 
year degree can now do so at one Lake County 
location. 

University Center offers degrees in more 
than 50 different subject areas including busi- 
ness, computer science/information systems, 
education, engineering, health care, liberal 
arts and human services. 

Courses are scheduled in a variety of for- 
mats that non-traditional students can take 
advantage of. Classes are offered on evenings 



and weekends, online, through interactive 
video and face-to-face. 

"(Non-traditional students) like the kind of 
personal camaraderie that develops • irr the 
classroom, but they also like die flexibility of 
online work," said Founding Executive 
Director and Dean Gary Grace. "In essence 
(University Center) provides one-stop shop- 
ping for area students." 

Grace said that class format is not die only 
unique attribute offered at die center. The 
classrooms are also state-of-the-art class- 
rooms, he said. 

"University Center doesn't look like (edu- 
cational) buildings that we build nowadays," 
he said. "I think students and faculty are going 
to wowed at how high-tech die classrooms 
are." 

Located right next door to the College of 
Lake County, the center should become a sec- 
ond step for students with associate's degrees 
who are looking to earn their bachelor's 
degrees. 

It should also appeal to area residents who 
do not want to leave the county to pursue 
higher education. 

The Grayslake location was selected for 
several reasons, said Grace. 

" When you look at die various proposals, 
(Grayslake) was probably die most financially 
effective place for the center in the state," he 
said. "It made sense for us to take advantage of 
a mature college right next door to us."

U.S. Rep. Mark Kirk (R-Highland Park) kicked 
off a six-hour long seminar at the College of Lake 
County which was sponsored by Lake County 
States Attorney Mike Waller who is trying to do 
what he can to keep gangs out of Lake County 
Schools. 

"This is a subject that is near and dear to my 
heart and to the law enforcement community of 
Lake County," Kirk said. "This issue of gangs in 
schools in [lie United States has come pretty 
much to die top of the congressional agenda." 

Kkk added that last year the government 
formed the National Gangs Intelligence Unit 
because there is about 800,000 gang members in 
the United States, which the congressman com- 
pared to the world's fourth largest army. 

"The days of die local bunch of toughs oper- 
ating independendy are long over. About 99 per- 
cent of gangs have strong links to internadonal 
drug cartels and diat then gives us a call to action 
for a greatly stepped up federal support for local 
law enforcement to combat diis problem," Kirk 
said. 

The congressman added that last year die 
House of Representatives approved $100 million 
in new resources to fight gangs In the United 
States. "I think we need that and we need Uiat 
right here. We estimate that diere are over 3,000 
registered gang members living north of Lake 
Cook Road, And that does not describe die Cook 
County situation at all," Kirk said. 



After explaining that the amount of heroin 
coming into the country from Afghanistan has 
increased from five to 15 percent and that die 
purity of the heroin has increased to where It no 
longer has to be injected, he said, "This is chang- 
ing the way diat heroin is used In die past die 
heroin had to be injected and injectable drugs 
are something that most suburban kids will not 
use. But die new Afghan heroin is coming in so 
pure that die heroin need not be injected but it 
can be snorted and so we are seeing a tremen- 
dous increase in young men and women 
because they can still use the drug widiout a nee- 
dle and that represents a unique danger. The key 
thing here is to break die gangs and reduce the 
supply ofheroia" 

But die most frightening thing that Kirk 
said had to do widi gangs and terrorists. "There 
is growing evidence of gang linkages to terror- 
ist organizations. We have seen a number of 
gangs reach out to terrorist organizations 
especially in Central America with the poten- 
tial of an Al-Qaeda member coming in dirough 
Mexico and posing as a gang member. Gangs 
wouldn't care." 

Kirk also praised the Waukegan Police 
Department Neighborhood Enforcement Team 
for its work in lighdng gangs, and said he was 
working on a special $ 100,000 grant forWaukegan 
High School to help fight die gang problem. 

"Every parent in Lake County has die right to 
send dieir children to a safe gang free school," 
Kirk said. •

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County contiMBiies 
westward move 

A failed effort in the late 1950's to relocate the county seat to a 
more central location to the vicinity of what now is the 
Northern Illinois Tollway and Route 120 is but an obsure foot- 
note to Like County history. But ever since that unsuccessful 
attempt, there has been an inexorable westward relocation of various 
county departments and services. 

Now the Lake County Board has approved construction of an $8 mil- 
lion "one-stop" permitting facility in Libertyville to house the county's 
Planning, Building and Development Department, the Healdi 
Department Environmental Health division and the Stormvvater 
Management Commission. 

The facility will become part of the Winchester Road campus that 
includes the Public Works Department and die Division of 
Transportation. 

Besides opening up new uses for existing space, die relocation will be 
more convenient for permit applicants who no longer will be required to 
travel to Waukegan for services. The facility is due to be completed 
sometime in 2007. 

While a majority of County Board members support die permitting 
services relocation because it will quell complaints of constitudents in 
' unincoporated areas, two board members see die project as a "stealth 
move" to shift the county seat away from Waukegan, Two Democrats, 
Audrey Nbcon of North Chicago and Bob Sabonjian of Waukegan 
opposed the project on the grounds diat it establishes a trend away from 
government. 

As we pointed out above, Nixon and Sabonjian apparently are 
unmindful of die location of various functions of county government 
away from Waukegan diat has been going on for nearly 50 years. Zoning 
hearings conducted by the building department have been held in 
libertyville for two years. Circuit Court branches have been operated in 
many county locations for more than 30 years and now are being consol- 
idated in modern single purpose buildings located around the county. 

What is happening is that County Board leaders are bringing services 
to the people instead of forcing residents to come to the services in 
Waukegan. The philosophy has nothing to do with a sneaky way of 
pulling out the carpet from under Waukegan. 




For the next several weeks there will be a flurry of planting activity 
as Lindcnhurst sets the stage for celebrating its 50lh anniversary 
as an incorporated village next year. According to Mother 
Nature's time table, bulbs must be planted now to bloom in 
spring to fulfill village plans of being the "Daffodil Capital of Lake 
County." 

With village trustees voting to adopt the golden daffodil as the official 
village flower, 50,000 bulbs will be planted, equally divided between pub- 
lic places and private households. Mayor James Belustak noted that the 
one-time effort will be appreciated for years to come because of self 
propagation. "They just keep multiplying," the mayor happily declared. 
Besides being a symbol of beauty and community pride, the golden 
daffodil is an apt metaphor for Lindenhursl's future. At this stage, the 
village keeps multiplying, too, with new homes being built and a residen- 
tial and commercial development at Route 45 and Grand Ave. due to 
break ground next spring — when the daffodils are blooming.

After a 15 hour drive 
to Ocean Springs, State Representative Sullivan and I 
spent the next six days volunteering our time working 
with the Jackson County Animal Shelter and a portable 
shelter facility sponsored by the Humane Society of die 
United States. We provided emergency medical care and 
established treatment protocol for animals brought to the 
shelter facilities by volunteers and Jackson County animal 
control employees. 

Contrary to what Larry Garascia. would have you 
believe, press coverage of our trip to Mississippi was not 
the result of Ed Sullivan, Jr, his staff, nor myself contacting 
any news organization.

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Successful public health 
aims at balance 

A letter to the editor that appeared in 
Lakeland Newspapers on Sept. 9 claimed dial 
the Lake County Health Department, in regu- 
lating the approval of septic systems, may be 
unduly influenced by the political or eco- 
nomic "status" of an applicant. I assure you 
that this is not the case. 

The Lak«£ounty Health Department's 
Individual Sewage Disposal (ISD) program 
administers an ordinance to protect the pub- 
lic health and the environment from risks 
that may be associated with treating and dis- 
persing domestic wastewater in soil. 

As with any regulation, the ISD ordinance 
sets standards by which approval for new 
wastewater systems is confirmed. When a 
proposal meets the many, many standards set 
forth, approval is granted without question. 
When a proposal is unable to comply with 
every single standard set forth, however, the 
ordinance provides a means to request more 
specific scrutiny of the unique circumstances 
involved. 

Tliis Department is authorized to 
approve, when an evaluation of the specific 
circumstances of a specific site concludes 
that no risk to die public health or the envi- 
ronment will result, a "variance" to those 
standards that cannot be met. It is, in fact, 
impossible to write a code that both covers 
any possible combination of circumstances 
and is reasonable. The fact in the case at hand 
is that the applicant requested a variance to 
certain provisions of the code, and denial of 
that request would have been unreasonable. 

The Health Department not only prides 
itself in the protection of public health, but in 
working cooperatively with businesses and 
individuals. We recognize that successful 
public health is a balance; we strive to meld 
regulation and education. As a result, some of 
our programs have been recognized national- 
ly. We serve all citizens with equal considera- 
tion, and take decisions uiat involve die pub- 
lic health welfare seriously without compro- 
mise. ' 

Our ISD program not only owes the gen- 
eral public a safe environment, it owes the 
people we regulate reasonable restrictions * 
and responsible services. Unfortunately, the 
letter-in-question was misleading in several 
points. The records of the case in question are 
public records, and die decisions of tiiis 
Department are always' open to review.

A young fifth grader at O'Plaine 
School in Gurnee and I have 
something in common.

My taste for chocolate milk started way 
back when I was in grade school, too.

If 
you did eat at school, white or chocolate 
milk was provided; I believe it was for 10 
cents per small carton. There was no such 
thing as Coca-Cola or any soft drink any- 
where on the school premises. 

1 guess Kathleen must have taken it for 
granted that only white milk was available 
at her school for a reason. That didn't 
mean she liked white milk; she didn't.

The Lake County Health 
Department/Community Health Center 
reports that there have been seven West Nile 
virus human cases in Lake County this year: 
A 64-year-old female resident of central 
Lake County was diagnosed with West Nile 
neuroinvasive disease. 

An 85-year-old male resident of south- 
eastern Lake County was hospitalized with 
confirmed West Nile neuroinvasive disease 
on August 26. He died on Sept. 5. 

A 49-year-old male resident of north- 
eastern Lake County was diagnosed with 
West Nile neuroinvasive disease and was 
hospitalized. 

A 37-year-old male resident of central 
Lake County was diagnosed with West Nile 
neuroinvasive disease and was hospital- 
ized. 

A 17-year-old male resident of south- 
western Lake County was diagnosed with 
West Nile fever, but was not hospitalized. 

A 68-year-old male resident of south- 
eastern Lake County was diagnosed with 
West Nile fever and was hospitalized. 

A 25-year-old male resident of central 
Lake County was diagnosed with West Nile 
neuroinvasive disease and was hospitalized. 
'Although we are now into fall, it is still 
important to wear mosquito repellent and 
take other precautions against mosquito 
bites," said Dale Galassie, the Health 
Department's Executive Director, 

"Mosquitoes will continue to be active until 
the first killing frost. Our West Nile virus 
hotline will remain active until Oct. 30." 

West Nile virus is transmitted through 
the bite of a mosquito that has picked up 
the virus by feeding on an infected bird.

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the child are nice things about others. I know 
we arc all human and we all talk about others 
in not such nice ways sometimes, but we do 
need to limit that talk to when our kids are 
not around. I believe it is also a good thing to 
get into the habit of doing all the time any- 
way. When you spend your day finding the 
nice tilings about people rather dian focusing 
on the things you don't like, it tends to make 
your relationships with people better and 
your outlook on life better in general! If you 
don't mention these negative tilings again, 
most likely, your son will forget them and not 
use them again, lust don't give him any new 
ammunition! 

The second tiling I would do is to call and 
apologize to the famUy members, assuming 
you haven't done that already. Most people 
understand that kids do say anything and 
everything, but if you want to make sure your 
relationships with Uiese people are o.k., you 
may want to just do some follow-up and seri- 
ous feadier smoothing. 

Third, I would have you talk with your 



son and make sure to help him to see the 
nice tilings about people. I would not sit 
down and angrily tell him to never say those 
things again, because he won't understand 
and he will feel punished for nothing. 
Remember that he doesn't understand it now 
quite the same way you do. You may tell him 
■ that it wasn't nice of Mommy and Daddy to 
say those tilings and that it hurts people's 
feelings to say Uiings like that. That is really 
all that needs to get said on that part of it. . 
Next, start showing him how to look for the 
good and tell people nice things. These are 
very good social skills to teach him, because 
he will need Uiem soon enough in school and 
life.

Microchip clinic for pets, October 15 



Every fall, countless dogs and cats are lost 
due to lack of proper identification.

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Longtime 
marathoner 

Jenny Spangler 
is back and 

better than ever

Forrest Gump became a phe- 
nomenon when he ran coast 
to coast four times, capturing 
the imagination of an entire 
nation on his 20,000-mile trek. 

But Gump's got nothing on . 
Jenny Spangler. 

The 42-year-old Lake Villa resi- 
dent began running when she was 
14, and nothing — from injuries to 
childbirth — has been able to keep 
her off her feet for long. In her 
career, now approaching three 
decades long, Spangler estimates 
she's run at least 50,000 miles. 

If she were a car, she'd be long 
overdue for a tune-up. But Spangler 
hasn't even slowed down. 

She's currently in training for the 
Chicago Marathon this Sunday, with 
hopes of remaining the U.S. Masters 
marathon record-holder, a mark she 
set in 2003 with a time of 2:32.39. 
And she has no plans of stopping 
anytime soon. 

"As long as I'm excited with the 
training and the running, I'll contin- 
ue to do it," Spangler said. "If that 
ever goes away, I'll know it's time to 
slow down." 

Spangler thought she was at that 
point in 2000. Injuries were killing 
her chance to tryout for the U.S. 
Olympic team. She also wanted a 
child, and being 38 at the time, the 
proverbial biological clock was start- 
ing to run out . 

So she walked away from her 
life's calling and, on Dec 28, 2001, 
gave birth to her daughter, Kelli. 

"I had a lot of injuries, and I 
thought my competition days were 
over," Spangler said. "I never thought 
I'd be competitive again." 

She was wrong. Doctors told 
Spangler that she wouldn't be able to 
exercise very much in the first six 
weeks after giving birth. But she 
immediately. started going on walks 
with Kelli. 

A month later she started run- 
ning again. 

'At first 1 felt horrible, because 1 
had so far to go. I remembered when 
I was fit and could run for miles," 
she said. "I was so overweight, I 
couldn't go very far at first. But it also 
felt free and exhilarating. 

"I guess I never really forgot how 



to do it." 

Less than two years later, 
Spangler was up to full speed. And in 
her first race back, the '03 Chicago 
Marathon, Spangler set the afore- 
mentioned U.S. Masters record. 
Needless to say, it was unexpected. 

"All I wanted was a good enough 
time to qualify for the 2004 
(Olympic) trials, and I just had one 
of those races," Spangler said. "It was 
so much fun just running again, but 
then I walked to the press area after 
the race and someone told me I 
broke the Masters record." 

Her husband, Miki Tosic, was 
also surprised at Jenny's finish. But 
; he's used to the feeling; 

"Just to get into that kind of 
shape in 10 months was remarkable. 
I was just hoping she'd finish die 
race in a respectable time," said 
Tosic, who has been married to 
Spangler for eight years. "But she 
never ceases to amaze me." 

The record came exactly 20 years 
after Spanglers first pantheon per- 
formance. In 1983, at age 19, 
Spangler set the national 19-and- 
under marathon record in 2:33^51. 
The mark still stands. 

"She's the best distance mnner 
in Illinois," said Tosic, who also 
serves as Jenny's coach. "She's the 
only American man or woman to 
hold die junior and Masters record 
at the same lime. How many people 
are as good at age 40 as they were at 
19?" 

Born in Rockford, Spangler's 
running career began at Rockford 
Guilford High School. She competed 
in the IHSA's first girls' state cross- 
country meet in 1979, taking fiftii as 
a junior. She finished second as a 
senior before moving her career west 
to the University of Iowa, were she 
was a two time Ali-American in the 
10,000-meter run. 

She participated in the U.S 
Olympic trials in 1984 and '88, but it 
wasn't until die 1996 trials that she 
entered the national spotlight. 
Spangler ran a personal-best time of 
2:29.54 in the marathon, winning the 
race. But an Achilles injury kept her 
from competing in die 1996 Atlanta 
" Games. 

"That was die toughest moment 
of my career," she said. 

You want another tough 
moment? The 5-foot-3, 102-pound 
Spangler has plenty. 

Competing in die '84 Olympic 
trials, Spangler was in fourth place 
halfway through die race when she 
suffered an injury. She ran die final 
13 miles of die race widi a broken 
right foot. 

"Very few people are as tough as 
her, mentally or physically," Tosic 
said. "She's such a sweet and caring 
person, hut on race day she gives it 
her all." ' 

Apparendy, Jenny's love of run- 
ning has rubbed off on her daughter.

The family will often run on die 
same track, and Kelli, despite not 
even being 4 years old,' ran two miles 
last Saturday, part of which was 
uphill.

When she does eventually stop 
running competitively, Spangler has 
no intentions of walking away from

"It's 
difficult right now with Kelli, but I'd 
like to do it at some point." 

In the meantime, Spangler 
teaches adult running classes two 
days a week in Ubertyville. 

"Running is such a huge part of 
my life," she said. "I don't think I'll 
ever stop."

Private school 
multiplier 

may not be a 
bad idea 

Leveling die playing field 
seems to be a major tiieme 
within our culture today. 
While politicians mercilessly 
Qirow die statement around 
about schools, taxes and odier con- 
cerns, foronce I "Levelingthc playing 
field" actually has someUiing to do 
widi playing fields. 

The Illinois High School 
Association recently approved a 
multiplier for non-boundaried 
schools widi an enrollment of 450 or 
more, multiplying a school's enroll- 
ment by 1.65 to determine which 
adiletic class die school will com- 
pete ia 

Widi die rule in place, the 
Carmcl Corsairs, with an actual 
enrollment of 1,4 U students, would 
be given an adjustment enrollment 
of 2,328 students. In football, this 
multiplier would then move the 
Corsairs from Class GA to 7A. 

Essentially, die rule is meant to 
address recruiting programs widiin 
some private schools dial bring in 
talent that public schools of die 
same size just cannot compete with, 
The judgment seems to have hit a 
nerve as many private schools all 
over die slate are not happy and 
have gone so far as to file suit against 
the IHSA to stop die plan. 

I don't think lawsuits are the 
right course of action because multi- 
pliers might help to create more par- 
ity widiin die athletic landscape. 
Frankly, modifiers in tiiis manner 
have been around for a long time. 
Single-gender schools are forced to 
double their enrollment to make 
them equal widi coed schools wliile 
diree-year schools are subjected to a 
1333leveler. 

In terms of the Lake County sit- 
uation, the first school that comes to 
mind is obviously Carmel. While die 
Corsairs have enjoyed success in die 
football and girls soccer arenas, I do 
not suspect them of recruiting; but I 
believe the practice is widespread 
enough . (especially in the 
Chicagoland area) to warrant such 
actions by then-ISA 

Like many blanket judgments, 
this leveler might be a hard sell 
because there are always going to be 
private schools that do not recruit 
for sports. There are academic insti- 
tutions, military schools and 
denominational schools where 
sports are one of die last tilings on 
an admissions officer's mind, 

, In order to safeguard some of 
the smaller academic institutions 
across die state, the IHSA has a lower 
cap for schools that can be affected

by the rule. Th& may protect the extremely small 
religious schools, but leveling the playing field 
isn't always about size. 

Aurora's Illinois Math and Science Academy 
a school for gifted and talented high school stu- 
dents in grades 10 through 12, has an enrollment 
of 852 students, making them fully eligible for the 
multiplier. 

Now, 1 can tell you from personal experience 
— as 1 attended the Indiana Academy for 
Science, Mathematics and the Humanities, 
IMSAs Indiana counterpart — tliis school is cer- 
tainly not recruiting for athletic prowess. In my 
experience, the few of us who were athletes actu- 
ally withstood some hostility. 

That might "be comparing apples and 
oranges to a certain extent, but I highly doubt 
academic schools and military schools of this 
kind are pulling "Hoop Dreams"-esque exploita- 
tion of athletically gifted youngsters.' 



The factof the matter remains that schools 
that are allowed to bring in students from wher- 
ever they want are inherently going to have an 
advantage over schools that do not have that 
right and it is the discretion of the school whether 
or not to exercise it 

Besides, schools that are teetering over 
enrollment classes must deal with moving up 
and down in classes and they do not bellyache 
about it. 

The stink some schools have raised over 
their athletic programs is simply not right. It 
seems that the schools have lost sight yet again of 
the concept of healthy competition and care only 
about the amount of trophies they've attained 
and the cash rewards the schools receive for state 
championships. Besides, wasn't athletics sup- 
posed to be secondary to academics anyway?

Coming off the most successful season in 
school history, Antioch has certainly 
faced a tougher road back to the top in 
2005. 

First, the team had to deal with die gradu- 
ation of top "hitters Kate Hofeldt and Kristi 
Mihoviloyich; then, 6-1 senior Jessica 
McWilliams moved to Texas a week before, the 
season starting, depriving the Sequoits of their 
only height and sending die team into a 
scramble to fill her spot in the middle.

But Antioch has prospered through it all,

"Things have been going well, considering 
all the players we've lost," Moncelle said. "We 
had our issues at first, but then we got to know 
each other.

One thing the Sequoits haven't done, 
though, is win a conference title. A victory over 
Wauconda next week will likely pit Antioch 
against Lake division champ Stevenson, a 
team head coach Bob Schenk led to two state 
tournament appearances. But past alliances 
aren't stopping Schenk from the task at hand. 

"Our No:T goal is to get past Wauconda 
and represent our division for die conference 
championship," he said. 

Schenk also has another goal in mind. 
• With four more wins, he will reach 500 in his 
coaching career. Libertyville's Chris Trzyna 
reached 500 earlier this season. 

Moncelle, and fellow seniors Maggie 
Lonergan, Tracy Heitman and Jenn Staten, 
have led the way throughout, but the team's 
quartet of sophomores have been every bit as 
important to the team's success this season.

Of course, Callanan has a good teacher in 
Maggie Lonergan, one of the top setters in 
Lake County.

Karl Ives Bcrning 

Illinois State Senator Karl Ives 
Beming (ret.) born June 10, 1911 to 
Frank and Clara Bernlng in Seattle, 
Wash., passed away Sept. 26, 2005 in 
Naples, Fla. at the age of 94. 

Karl had vivid memories of his 
early childhood in Kirkland, Wash, 
and in particular the first family 
cross-country trip in 1923 in a new 
black Chevrolet using part of die old 
wagon trail for the crossing, since 
there were few roads in the middle of 
the country. The family lived for sev- 
eral years in Deerfield, home of his 
grandparents and where his father 
was born before returning to 
Washington. In 1920 after Karl had 
graduated from high school in 
Kirkland, Wash., die family, which 
now included Earl and Dale, moved 
back again to Deerfield. Karl worked 
in Knaak's Pharmacy in Deerfield for 
over 2 years and then went to. 
Blackburn College in Carlinville. He 
graduated in 1933 with an Associates 
in Art degree and a 4.5 average out of 
a possible 5.0 points. While at 
Blackburn, Karl appeared in die col- 
lege productions of "Taming of the 
Shrew," "Icebound" and as Shylock 
in "The Merchant of Venice." 
Returning to Deerfield during die 
depdis of the great depression, Karl 
was happy to go back to work at 
Knaak's Pharmacy since there was 
no money to go to college, though 
over die ensuing years he continued 
his education with courses in busi- 
ness administration at Northwestern 
University and the University of 
Illinois Chicago campus. Many of his 
early memories are recounted in 
"The life and Times of Karl Berning, 
The Early Years." 

In 1939 Karl and Alpha Nina 
("Mickie") Mikkelsen of Cedar Falls, 
Iowa, were married in her home 
church. After residing in Chicago for 
two years they bought their first 
home on Central Avenue in 
Deerfield. Later, with two children, 
Grant and Penny, the growing fami- 
ly moved to Rosemary Terrace. Here 
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a third child, Randall, was wel- 
comed into the family and the 
Berning's remained in tiiis home for 
37 years. 

As . family responsibilities 
increased and concerns about gov- 
ernment actions and problems grew, 
Karl begati to take an active part in 
local affairs and politic. He was elect- 
ed to three terms as West Deerfield 
Township Supervisor and thereby 
became a member of the Lake 
County Board of Supervisors. In his 
ninth year on the County Board, he 
was unanimously elected Chairman 
of die Board and reelected for a sec- 
ond one-year term. During this time 
he introduced many innovative 
improvements in the operation of 
the County Board and successfully 
initiated many major County pro- 
grams such as: establishment of the 
Department of Public Works to bring 
sewer and water to western Lake 
County and The Public Building 
Commission which built die new 
County Building. In 1963 he was 
elected Lake County Treasurer where 
he initiated the study of Treasurer's 
office automation. He also served as 
a director an the board of the 
National Association of County 
Treasurers. As the first President of 
the Lake County Forest Preserve, he 
acquired the first Forest Preserve site 
in Lake County- In 1966 Karl was 
elected to the Illinois State Senate, 
and was reelected four times to the 
Senate until his retirement in 1983. 
While an Illinois State Senator he 
served as chairman or Minority 
spokesman on many committees 
and legislative commissions. Along 
with Congressman Bob McCIory, 
Karl helped establish a permanent 
home for the Lake County Museum. 
Karl Berning served his community 
and his constituents for 36 years in 
elected public office. Through his 
long and distinguished political 
career he never lost an election - a 
testimony to his personal integrity 
and commitment to fair and honest 
representation. 



Karl Berning was a Life Elder at 
Trinity United Church of Christ in 
Deerfield, a life member or the 
Deerfield Museum, a member of 
the Lions Club for many years and a 
32 degree Master Mason of DC 
Crcgier Masonic Lodge of Wheeling, 
and a member of the Scottsh Rite, 
Valley of Washington, Orient of the 
District of Columbia. He was active 
in Deerfield for many years in local 
theater productions, a pastime he 
cherished. 

After retiring to Ft, Myers, Fla., 
in 1983 with his wife- Mickie he 
stayed involved serving 15-plus 
years as a volunteer mediator in the 
20th Judicial Circuit Lee County 
Small Claims Court and was hon- 
ored with a Dedicated Service 
Award in 2005. For many years he 
was a member of the Lee County 
Republican Executive Committee, 
served on the Trawler Village Board 
and the Landings Yacht Golf and 
Tennis Club, Board and was an 
active associate member of- the Ft. 
Myers United Church of Christ, Karl 
also found time to play golf and he 
was blessed twice widi a "hole-in- 
ane." 

Karl is survived by his son Grant 
and his wife Beverly of Dunn Loring, 
Va., daughter Penny and her hus- 
band Larry Schafer of Syracuse, NY, 
son Randall and his wife Carol of 
Naples, Fla, He is also survived by 
four grandchildren and six great- 
grandchildren, Bryan Berning (wife 
Robin and children Blake, Brandon 
and Brooke) of Virginia, Andrew 
Schafer (wife Lauren and daughter 
Carson) of North Carolina, Karmin 
Schafer Hansen (husband Tom

A homey atmosphere. You want your 
home to smell nice. Bake mom's apple pie in 
the oven so buyers smell it when they arrive at 
your door. You don't want people to walk in and 
smell mildew or pet odors. Make sure you clean 
up after your pet. Open an air freshener. Buy 
flowers, and leave the lights on.

hat you don't know about your 
chimney can hurt you, especially 
if you have a gas-heating appli- 
ance that uses your masonry 
chimney as a venting system. 
Every clay, without any visible 
signs, acid produced by your gas appliance 
nitty be eating away at the inside of your chim- 
ney. The resulting damage can compromise 
the safety of your family and die value of your 
home. An annual inspection of your chimney, 
as recommended by the National Fire 
Protection Association and the Chimney 
Safety Institute of America (CSIA), can alert 
you to potential problems before diey become 
costly or dangerous. 

Most homeowners are aware of the need 
for chimney sweeping and inspection if they 
own a woodburning slovc or regularly use their 
fireplace. But many don't realize that gas heat- 
ing appliances, whether it is a furnace, boiler 
or even a hot water healer; rely on the chimney 
for proper venting of the exhaust. Appliances 
fueled by natural gas or propane may not pro- 
duce as much visible soot as appliances burn- 
ing other fuels do, but they can deposit corro- 
sive substances in your chimney. In many 
cases, these acids may cause damage to your 
chimney without producing any external 
symploms until the problem has become dan- 
gerous or expensive to repair. 

The best safeguard: 
annual inspections 

Gas heating appliances are currently one 



of the most popular choices for home heating 
in many areas of the country. The convenience 
factor of a high efficiency appliance is becom- 
ing more expensive. As natural gas prices con- 
tinue to increase, proper maintenance of high 
efficiency appliances can help keep your fuel 
consumption down. 

In order to work as safely and efficiendy as 
possible, gas appliances must meet specific 
venting requirements. One of the best ways to 
ensure that your gas heating appliance will 
operate correctly is to have a CSIA Certified 
Chimney Sweep evaluate the chimney at the 
time the appliance is installed. This will ensure 
die gas appliance has the properly sized con- 
nector pipe and chimney flue. This is essential 
for proper operation. 

It will also give you and die chimney pro- 
fessional a point of reference to determine any 
changes in the chimney at subsequent yearly 
evaluations. 

If the chimney was not inspected at die 
time the appliance was installed, it is impor- 
tant to have the chimney-heating appliance 
relationship checked out. Inspections are 
especially important when older chimneys are 
paired with higher-efficiency appliances and 
boilers (generally .those with efficiency ranges 
above 80 percent) but arc also important widi 
new chimneys and older heating appliances. 
(Appliances widi efficiency ranges of 90 per- 
cent do not require vertical vents and are vent- 
ed horizontally through an outside wall). 

When gas burns in vented heating sys- 
tems, the dangerous fumes that are the by- 
products of combustion, including carbon 



monoxide, are released into die chimney 
through a connector pipe. Funneling diese 
fumes out of the living area is the primary pur- 
pose or a chimney. In addition to carrying off 
toxic gases, chimneys also create die draft that 
provides the proper air and fuel mixture for 
efficient operation of the heating appliance. 
Unfortunately, many chimneys in daily use in 
homes throughout die country either are 
improperly sized or have conditions dial make 
them unable to perform their intended func- 
tion. 

Natural gas is a clean-burning fuel, but 
today's high-efficiency gas furnaces pose spe- 
cial problems. The fumes they produce are 
cooler and contain high levels of water 
vapor, which can cause more chimney con- 
densation than older models. Since these 
vapors can also contain chlorides picked 
up from house-supplied combustion air, 
the flues are subjected to more corrosive 
conditions than before and can quickly 
deteriorate or plug up completely. 

A gas heating appliance and a gas hot 
water heater commonly share a chimney flue. 
If the heating appliance is changed out to a 
direct vent appliance the flue may dien be too 
large for just a hot water heater. The loo-large 
flue can cause die water heater to vent its 
products of combustion into the living space. 
A CSIA Certified Chimney Sweep can help you 
avoid this hazardous situation by checking for 
correct flue size. 

In the United States, numerous agencies 
and organizations now recognize the impor- 
tance of annual healing system inspection and 



maintenance in preventing carbon monoxide 
poisoning. The U.S. Consumer Product Safety 
Commission, the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency, the National Fire 
Protection Associadon and die American Lung 
Association are some of die organizadons that 
now encourage die regular maintenance of 
home heating systems and their chimneys in 
order to keep carbon monoxide intrusion at 
bay. 

A well-tuned furnace, connected to a vent- 
ing system or flue that is correcdy sized, struc- 
turally sound, clean and free of blockages, will 
operate efficiendy and produce a warm and 
comfortable home. Carbon monoxide alarms 
are now readily available and no home should 
be without at least two, one near the furnace 
and one near the sleeping area of the home. 
Detectors are not a substitute for routine 
maintenance, but can be a life-saver should 
problems occur. 

Considering the risks involved when 
gas systems arc neglected, and the bene- 
fits that accrue when they are properly 
maintained, you should have your furnace 
and chimney serviced annually by a qual- 
ified technician and cleaned or repaired 
as needed.
